Prosecution's Evidence is Now Nearly 


All In. 


Father of the Defendant Feels That His Son Will 


Soon Be Free—Rapid Progress Made 


in the Celebrated Trial. 


New York, Oct. 27—Considering the 


length of the last trial and the form- 
er discussions 
upon technical ques- 


tions of law, the present and second 
trial of Roland B. Molineux presents 
a striking contrast. The ninth day of 
the- trial opened with nearly all the 
prosecution's evidence in. Handwrit- 
ing expert John F. Tyrell was the first 
witness, continuing his arguments of 
Friday last. The letter hooks were in 
the hands of each juryman and strict 
•attention was paid to his instructions. 
He described each letter minutely hy 
calling the attention of the jury to the 
similarity -- etters in the different ex- 
hibits. 


General Molineux and his son, the 


defendant, conversed in whispers from 
time to time. The accused man's fatt- 
er said that he had never felt more 
encouraged and was sure that a few 
days would see his son free. 


Mr. Oshorne said that Mrs. Florence 


Rogers daughter of the murdered wo- 


man, 
would take the stand today even 


if 
handwriting experts were not fin- 


ished, because he felt that the jury 
"was tired, of looking so steadily at the 
letters. 


District Attorney Jerome was in the 


court room at tile opening of the trial 
and followed carefully with the jury 
the explanation of Mr. Tyrell. Every

Expert Tyrell, who lives in Milwau- 


kee, drew the jury's attention to the 
many points of similarity between the 
handwriting on the poison package 
and the conceded writings of the de- 
fendant. 
Much depends on Tyrell's 


analysis Counsel Black for the defense 
having conceded that the same person 
wrote the address on the package con- 
taining the poisoned Kutnow powder 
and the letters, signed by H. Cornish 
and alleged by the prosecution to have 
been written by Molineux. These let- 
ters are known as the "Cornish let- 
ters." Tyrell took up letter by letter 
in the poison address and made care- 
ful comparison with like letters in the 
conceded writings and the Cornish let- 
ters. The testimony was technical and 
the spectators were entirely 
at sea,, 


hearing nothing from the witness but 
"pot hooks," "up and down strokes," 
and "shading." The jury, however fol- 
lowed Tyrell closely and armed with 
magnifying glasses, scanned 
the ex- 


hibits minutely. Justice Lamber on 
a request by District Attorney Jerome 
permitted Expert Tyrell to use

In a story told by Cole Younger, the 


elder of the two, the incentive to the 
robbery came in the report • that'-ex- 
Governor Ames and Benjamin F. But 
Icr of Massachusetts had deposited 
$75,000 in gold in the Northfield bank 
The Younger boys, with several others 
of their'ilk, started from-Maukato Sept 
2 for Northfield, having "voted" to 
raid the banlr. They planned to sepa- 
rate into three parties, approach the 
building from different sides and then 
at a given signal "rush" it. 


The plan miscarried, and a street 


fight in which Cashier Heywood was 
killed ended in the flight of the gang. 
Then a chase ensued from Northfield 
nearly to Mankato, and in tbe end Cole 
and James Younger, both wounded, 
•were rounded up by a posse. 
They 


were brought to trial, pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree and received 
life sentences. 


The devotion of the brothers was 


shown in the flight from Northfield. 
Had the robbers not been incumbered 
by Jim Younger, badly wounded, they 
might have escaped. His mouth was 
so badly shattered that the hemor- 
rhage was so profuse that,it left a 
trail of blood that was easily followed. 
At last he became so weak that it was 
necessary for Cole and Bob to ride be- 
side him to support him. By this they 
were delayed several days, and in the 
meantime the country was swarming 
with their pursuers. Jesse James ob- 
jected and remarked to Cole that their 
trail could.be followed.by.a.blind man, 
and, as they of course did not want 
Jiru to fall into the hands of their pur- 
suers, they had better dispose of him 
and- end his sufferings, as his death 
was certain anyhow. Bob and Cole 
looked at James, and Frank replied, 
calling him a cold hearted villain, a 
monster with whom he could never as- 
sociate again, and adding that he 
would stay by his brother until he 
died and would then carry his "body as 
far as he had strength to make it pos- 
sible.

NEW LUNAR DISCOVERY. , 


Professor Pickering Confirms His 


TUeory About tbc Crater Llnnc. 
Substantiation of important theories 


was obtained by Harvard's astronom- 
ical authorities the other night in their 
observations of the lunar eclipse, says 
a special dispatch from Cambridge to 
the New York Timas. The observa- 
tions concerned themselves principally 
with the crater Linne and were carried 
on by Professor W. H. Pickering. Pro- 
fessor Pickering, with a micrometer, 
carefully measured the area around 
the crater before and after the eclipse 
an"d confirmed all his past observations 
that, the bright spot grew noticeably in 
area during the time of maximum 
darkness. 


For many years it has been noticed 


that the area around Linne has been 
gradually changing its form, and many 
conjectures as to, the reason have been 
advanced. Professor Pickering has al- 
ways maintained that the light from 
the spot .is that of hoarfrost, though 
he has realized that it may be reflected 
light The fact that the spot grew per- 
ceptibly larger when the sun's heat 
was cut off the other night by the in- 
terposition of the earth confirms Pro- 
fessor Pickering in his hoarfrost theo- 
ry. He is now practically settled upon 
that point and hopes with this as a ba- 
sis to work out a pet theory of his own 
concerning the earth's big satellite. 
What this theory is he will not say. 


As far as photographs and the mak- 


ing of occultations were concerned, the 
efforts of Harvard's observers were 
virtually failures. This was due to the 
clouds which obscured the moon dur- 
ing the critical period of its full eclipse, 
pnd it came as a severe disappointment 
to the professors engaged in visual and 
photographic observation.

CAUGHT AT HEBRON 


Young Negro Who Killed a Man at 


Columbus. 


Shot His Victim and Made His Escape on a Buckeye 


Lake Car—Says Dead Man Threatened 


Him Before He Shot. 


Hebron, Ohio, Oct. 27—John Davis, 


aged 24, a colored laborer, shot and in- 
stantly killed Samuel Montieth aged 
22, also colored, in front of Wm. Co 
bel's saloon in Columbus at 4 p. m. on 
Sunday. Davis escaped but was caught 
here last night and was taken to Col- 
umbus on a Buckeye Lake car. Davis 
was arrested here 
by Marshl E. F. 


Lamp who was informed that the ne- 
gro was on a —uckeye Lake car en 
route to Newark. He was taken to 
Columbus by Officers 
J. Miller and 


Charles Dickerson. 


Columbus, <J, Oct. 27—John Davis 


killed Sai_. Montieth here Sunday aft- 
ernoon with a pistol. One bullet wa^ 
fired. It pierced Montieth's left lung. 


Several minutes before the shooting 


Montieth alighted from an eastbound 
Mr. Vernon avenue car. He walked to 
the sidewalk and accidentally, it is 
supposed, jostleu 
Davis, who was 


standing in front 
of a 
restaurant 


whica is conducted by his 
brother, 


Thomas Davis, and which is just east 
of Cobel's saloon. 


Davis became angry, drew a revol- 


ver, and is reported to have declared 
he would kill Montieth. As he spoke 
he fired and Montieth staggered bacn- 
ward. 


As the man reeled toward the door 


of the saloon, seeking the shelter of 
the building, Davis leveled the revol- 
ver again, but did not fire. Montieth 
tried to enter the saloon, but was 
pushed backward and fell oa his face 
on the sadewalk. 
Cobel is said to 


have pushed him from the saloon door. 


After the shooting Davis ran east 


on Mt. Vernon avenue and crossed a 
vacant lot to the south. He followed 
a devious route east to Alum creek, 


crossing the officers learned the negro 
had taken a short cut to the interur- 
ban barn. 


Two Columbus girls were met by 


the policemen when they reached the 
crossing and they loaned their rig to 
the officers. 
It was, however learned 


that the negro had just boarded a trac- 
tion car. 


The men telephoned to the marshal 


at Hebron, telling him to intercept 
Davis and they followed on the next 
car. 


At the city prison Davis was sullen 


and morose. He was asKed why he had 


and answered: "He 
kill me and put his 


shot Montietn 
said he would 
hand in his coat pocket. I pulled my 
revolver and shot him. I never saw 
the man before. I don't know him and 
never had quarreled with him." 


Coroner Lindsay, who examined the 


pockets of the dead man, stated that 
he found only a small amount of 
change. He did not have a revolver 
or a knife, nor a deadly weapon. 


The revolver which Davis used was 


found by Frank crimes in the lot 
where Davis had thrown it. Grimes 
gave it to Thomas Davis, a brother of 
the man accused of the shooting, and 
he turned it over to the authorities. 


Friends of Davis and Montieth say 


neither had been drinking. 


Montieth came here from Hunters- 


ville, S C., tnree weeks ago, and has 
been working at the Pan Handle round 
hose. He was 22 years of age and 
was single. 


Davis has been living in the alley 


in the rear of Clay street, near the 
place where the shooting occurred He 
has been in trouble in the past. Four 
month sago he was wanted by the po- 
lice for seriously cutting Howard Nu-

Congress of Americanists Dis- 


cuss thef Word "Amerind." 


LIVELY IHTEBOHANGE OP VIEWS. 


The Debate on tlte Colnln*. of the 


Word Evoked Such Terms «w,«Hy- 


' 
brld," "illouifrcl'' and "Monster:" 
Toicanelll Letters Declared'to Be 
Forgeries bjr the Fnrls,. Delegate.. . 
A long dispute, which at times was 


somewhat heated and acrimonious, 
was engaged in by the members of 
the Internationa' congress of Ameri- 
canists at the meeting in the Amerl- 
"cun Museum of Natural History the 
other day over the use by one of the 
Speakers of tbe word "Amerind," to 
designate collectively all of the In- 
dians who live or once -lived in the 
western hemisphere, says the New 
York Times. Following the first pro- 
test against the word by Professor 
Franz Boas of the American museum, 
several linguists and anthropologists 
sought the floor instantaneously. The 
speeches were animated, and as points 
were made on both sides of the ques- 
tion the delegates who favored or op- 
.posed the adoption of the word cheered 
their respective sentiments spiritedly. 
Finally the presiding officer, Juan B. 
Ambrosetti of the Argentine Republic, 
,whov conducted the business, in the 
French language, had to terminate the 
discussion when It was at its height 
'by calling for the nest paper. 


In a paper on "Anthropology In 


-Early American Writings" J. D. Mc- 


Gniro of Washington, D. C., of the 


* American Anthropological association, 


used-the word "A'merind." When he 
•had finished, Dr. Boas, pronounced by 
one of tbe speakers who followed as 


v"one of the foremost linguists of the 
world today," expressed his opposi- 
'tion to the new word. He did It brief- 
' ' ly and quietly, but the other delegates 


took -It up quickly. 
. Professor Frederick Starr of the 
Tfeversity of Chicago and tbe Daven- 
-port Academy of Sciences denounced 
• "Amerind" as "a hybrid, a mongrel 


and a monster.." He said It should 


- find no place in the scientist's voeaba- 


ylary. Mr. McGnire then spoke In de- 
fense of the word. He said that It 


•" designated all of "the Indians in this 
" hemisphere better than anv word or 


combination of words used, and that 
It .was preferable to "American In- 


. dian," so commonly used, because that' 


<term had 'come to designate to the 
, average man's 'mind those of the red 


men who inhabited North America 
alone. He said, further, tbat he would 
not bave used it in his paper had he 
not. heard it used in the proceedings 


V of the 'day previous, at which time 


It received the approval of tbe con- 


- gress, no objection being made. 


Dr. A. P. Chamberlain of Clark uni- 


-' versity jumped up and said that it 


•was he who bad used "Amerind" in 
his paper on "The Algonquin Linguis- 
'tfc Stock" on Monday. Oct. 20, and he 
.was ready to defend it 


"Language is made for man and not 


man. for language," he declared. He 
•eaid that he believed "Amerind" to be 
correct and convenient and compre- 
hensively expressive. 
He said that 


•^wben tbe word "sociology" was pro- 


posed there were objections to it "sim- 
ilar to those raised here and now and 
by persons similarly prominent" but 
tbat It had survived and attained gen- 
eral use in many countries. He be- 
lieved tbe word was fit and would re- 
main In the contest of "tbe survival of 
the fittest" 


Several of tbe scientists were on their 


. feet calling to the presiding officer for 


recognition. Professor Starr again se- 
cured" the floor. With spirit he de- 
clared that no scientist or linguist to- 
day could say that the word "sociolo- 
gy" is not a bad word and tbat Its use 
is not most unfortunate. It would be 
the same with "Amerind." he declared. 
He pointed ont that it is tbe universal- 


- ly accepted rule of scientists that new 


scientific words bfe formed from L?tin 
and Greek and tbat this digression 
was to be deplored. 
' 
"WV Americans should think of our 


fellow workers In other countries." be 
said. "What If a Russian were to ab- 


' brevlate and combine a number of 


words so as to express a meaning 
which be well understood and which 


- was bandy for him? What if a Japa- 


nese scientist combined the parts of 
several Japanese words 
similarly? 


Why. there would be immediate pro- 
test from America and France and 
Germany and other countries If they 
attempted to secure tbe adoption of 
their new words by- an international 
congress snch as this. 
'Amerind' 


comes from the English and would 
bave no Intelligible universal meaning. 
I repeat. It Is a hybrid, a mongrel and 
• monster and shonid be abandoned." 


The venerable Dr. F- W. Putnam of

said, because It was not derived from 
tbe'Greek and Latin.

AN AMERICAN ATHENS. 


Pinna of an Artist For One on the 


Hadaon River. 


The deserted little hamlet of Glen 


Eirie, up on the Hudson, is about to 
become the Athens of America, the 
headquarters of distinctly American 
art, if plans now formed are success- 
ful, says a special dispatch from New 
York to the Philadelphia Press. 


William Horatio Day. a New York 


artist, is determined to create in one 
spot on this continent an art atmos- 
phere that will develop our culture to 
its highest. Mr. Day has interested 
some of the foremost thinkers and art- 
ists in America. He has organized a 
stock company with a capitalization 
of $100.000 and has bought the little 
village. Already leading artists are 
trying to get stock, to rent the houses 
and to secure studios. 


"This village will be In working' or- 


der'as soon as we can make it." said 
President -Day. "By- spring it will be 
a beehive. It is not a socialistic! com- 
munity. It Is an art democracy. Noth- 
ing will be copied from Europe. Amer- 
ican ideas and American instincts will 
be cherished and developed. We have 
inherited the art treasures and cul- 
ture of the centuries;-but we-'shalj-not 
copy. We shall develop Americanism. 
We can make as beautiful things in 
America as in Rome or Paris." 


NEW SAFETY LIFEBOAT. 


Invented by Kora-eirta.n, and Expert* 


Say It Will Jfot Sink. 


Officials of the life saving service 


are much interested in a new lifeboat 
invented in Norway, says a Washing- 
ton special to the New York World. 


Experts say for the new invention 


that it will safely carry through any 
storm. Tbe apparatus, or. buoy, is 
round and a little flattened at the bot- 
tom. It is made of solid sheet iron. 
Its diameter is eight feet and the 
height six and a half feet The buoy 
has a double bottom and draws two 
and a half feet of water when loaded. 
The buoy Is entered through three wa- 
ter tight trapdoors. 


Under the deck, located about one 


foot below the water line, are placed 
four galvanized tanks, with a capacity 
for holding about 140 gallons of fresh 
water. Provision is made for a fun- 
nel to supply fresh air. The buoy is 
equipped with oars, a keel and rudder. 


Some years ago the inventor, Cap- 


tain Doenvig, was in a shipwreck on 
the coast of Virginia, which bereft 
him of his family, and ever since he 
bas been deeply interested in the con- 
struction of a lifeboat which may be 
serviceable under mil circumstances.

DR. ELIOT ON SCHOOLS 


He Points Out Flaws In Our 


Plan of Education. 


1-EAOHEES HAVE TOO MANY PUPILS 


(•resident of Harvard University Saj-« 


the Power to Ilesson In Not Devel- 
oped—Striken, Mob Violence and In- 
temperance. He Declared, Arc Due 
to Faulty System. 
President Charles F. Eliot of Har- 


vard university, according to a New 
Haven special to the New York 
World, says that tbe American public 
school system of today is inefficient 
because it fails to train up good citi- 
sseng. lie declares that we spend too 
little money on education; that the 
average teacher's class is three or 
four times too large and that too lit- 
tle care is given to school hygiene and 
playgrounds. 


President Eliot alleges as proof of 


the inefficiency of our public schools 
that their training- 


Has failed for two generations in 


dealing with the barbarous vice of 
drunkenness. 
. lias injured the teaching of science 
in attempts to inculcate total absti- 
nence. 


Has failed to train citizens so that 


they can vote intelligently. ~ - 


Has failed to stamp out gambling. 
Has failed to curb mob law and 


crimes of violence. 


Has failed to suppress a taste for 


ephemeral reading matter, improper 
plays -and a liking for patent medi- 
cines. 


Has failed, to cultivate 
sufficient 


rea'soning power in employers and em- 
ployees to prevent . strikes, violence 
and loss. 


Has 'failed -to abolish tbe demoral- 


izing spoils system in the civil service. 


President Eliot delivered these criti- 


cisms the other day before the fifty- 
sixth annual meeting of tbe Connecti- 
cut State Teachers' association. His 
theme was "The Present Rate of Ex- 
penditure Per Pupil For Education In 


s Public and. In Private Schools." 


"Well to do Americans," said Pres- 


ident Eliot, "who can afford to spend 
on the education of their children 
whatever seems 
advantageous are 


ready to spend liberally for their chil- 
dren's education. 
Compare, now,' an 


annual tuition fee of from £100 to $500 
with the annual expenditure of the 
public, school child in the most liberal 
states—with the expenditure, for in- 
stance, of $30 per child per year in 
Massachusetts or of $32 in New York, 
after eliminating* in both instances 
from the total expenditure the cost of 
sites and buildings. 


'"Is it not plain that if the American 


people were all well to do they would 
multiply by four or five present aver- 
age school expenditure per 'child and 
per year? 


"I wish to urge on you the-proposi- 


tion that the American people cannot 
afford to presist in the present low 
school expenditure per pupil and per 
year. We have met with many fail- 
ures in our efforts to .educate the whole 
people and experienced profound disap- 
pointments in results. The failure of 
legislation is an accusation, not against 
the moral disposition of tbe majority 
of the people, but against their reason- 
ing power, which good schools' ought to 
train. 


"As Tve have observed this summer, 


the labor strike is often resorted to for 
reasons not made public.. The labor 
union is a secret organization. To use 
in industrial conflicts this weapon 
forged in secret is to exhibit an utter 
lack of faith in the best means of rem- 
edy for industrial wrongs, publicity. 
When the capitalists or middlemen re- 
sist a strike without publishing their 
reasons, the demonstration of lack of 
faith in publicity is complete. 


"Yet publicity is the great security 


for 
democracy, 
the 
best 
weapon" 


against political, social, industrial or 
commercial wrongdoing and in the 
long run the most trustworthy means 
of political and social progress. Tbe 
industrial wars which so seriously di- 
minish the productiveness and prosper- 
ity of the cohntry are evidences that the 
common schools have grappled unsuc- 
cessfully with the tremendous problem 
put before them. 


"When I use these industrial argu- 


ments to illustrate tbe inadequacy of 
the American schools, I am impugning, 
not the motives of the combatants, but 
their intelligence, an intelligence which 
such education as tbe country supplied 
has left seriously defective. 


"Continual mental growth and the 


development of character are the su- 
preme human felicity. 


"Two obstacles, both formidable, in 


America today to its attainments are 
arrest of education in youth and the 
dolling and contracting effect of many 
metLods of earning a livelihood. For 
millions of American children the sys- 
]tem of education stops far too soon, 
and for millions of adults tbe mode of 
earning the livelihood affords so little 
mental training and becomes so auto- 
matic that mental growth Is seriously 
hindered if not arrested." 


"These illustrations will suffice to 


convince us that the results of Ameri- 
can education bave bitberto fallen far 
»bort of the hopes and expectations of 
its founders and advocates and that It 
] bas great tasks before it if it is to pro- 
j mote effectively public 
righteousness 


i and the general welfare and happiness. 


"Atterican schools and colleges most 


not only train tbe intelligence of pn- 
pils, but Implant moral restraints and 
Ideal standards which will help them 
through toe perils of an unprecedented 
liberty. 


"It is Impossible for a day school to 


replace family culture. 


"The schools have, of course. Im- 


proved, bot tbey bare not kept pace 


with the Industrial and social develop- 
meiit of the past fifty years. 
What 


should be the effect ou our mlndu today 
of these disappointments and, thi'f.o 1111- 
surmounted difficulties? Surely :i new 
and hearty resolution to do what \\v 
can to make the schools better and 
more effective to nil righteous ends. 
But this greater effectiveness inoaiw 
greater costliness. Could any one im- 
agine it to be unreasonable to spend for 
the inoral and mental training of a 
child us much as is spent on his food? 
If that equality in expenditure could 
be established over the Union, there 
would result a prodigious Improvement 
in the public schools." 


VENEZUELAN CANTINIERES. 


Life of the' Women Who Follow 


Prewldcnt Cuatro'n 'Army. 


Marching with President Castro's 


army, I had the opportunity of observ- 
ing and studying one of the curiosities 
of Venezuelan military life, says the 
speeial correspondent of the New York 
Herald at Valencia, Venezuela. I refer 
to tbe woman soldier, who follows tbe 
army either through duty or love or 
vocation. 


Duty leads her to adopt this course 


when she is the wife of a husband who 
has been impelled by politics to enroll 
himself under a banner and to abandon 
his hearth for tbe soldier's'life. Or sue 
may be the intimate—a very common 
case in Venezuela—who follows ber 
sweetheart or the disinherited daugh- 
ter, who, sure of finding a resting place 
and a mouthful of food, has .made sol- 
diering a vocation and plays -the role 
of the cantiniere, assisting the soldier, 
preparing his rations and also sharing 
his life. 


The woman soldier is met every- 


where witli the battalions from Tru- 
jillo and the Andine states. She is con- 
spicuous in the battalions which come 
from the Colombian frontier. 
These 


are white persons. The blacks form 
the battalions of the center. The wom- 
an soldier follows the army, not in tbe 
distance, but close behind, believing 
she can protect the men. I have seen 
some of these women following an An- 
dine battalion who were tall, erect and 
dashing. These were the wives of tbe 
chiefs, their costume, though simple, 
denoting a certain amount of prosper- 
ity. 


As soon as the army reaches tbe 


bivouac she sets about the affairs of 
the kitchen or repairs the. damage done 
to the vesture by the accidents of tbe 
road, but when the moment of battle 
arrives this woman becomes -S 
1 tigress. 


She seizes a rifle or a sword- and joins 
the fight This was evident in tbe late 
battle which took place near Valencia. 


The contest over, she immediately 


again becomes a woman, roams about 
the.battlefield and attends the wound- 
ed, and when peace has been re-estab- 
lished returns to her beartb.

The literary man of the monicut, 


both, in America and Europe, is Hall 
Caine, whose novel, "The Eternal 
City," made into a drama, lias created 
a sensation in the old ami new worlds. 
says the New York Evening World. 
The presentation of liis play in London 
brought a storm of resentment against 
the author for having dared to put 
Pope Leo XIII. before the footlights, 
and that storm is still raging. No such 
feeling was engendered here when the 
play was presented in Washington :i 
few night ago, with Miss Viola Allen 
as the heroine and Mr. E. M. Holland 
as the pope. 


Mr. Caine while in this country will 


personally supervise the New York pro 
duction of his piny. 


"The Eternal City" owes its origin to 


a dream, as the author states in the 
preface to the new edition of the novel 
just issued Ju London. 
It was some 


ten years ago, while in Russia, whither 
he had gone, to quote from that pref- 
ace, "with* some idea (afterward aban- 
doned) of writing a book that should 
deal with the racial struggle which cul- 
minated in the eviction of the .Tews 
from the holy cities of that country, 
and the scenes of tyrannical .adminis- 
tration which I witnessed there made 
a painful and lasting impression on my 
mind. Tbe sights of the day often fol- 
lowed me through the night, and, after 
a more than usually terrible revelation 
of official cruelty, I had a dream of a 
Jewish woman who was induced to de- 
nounce her husband to the Russian po-' 
lice under a> promise that they would 
spare his life, which, they said, he had 
forfeited as the leader of a revolution- 
ary movement. 
• "The husband came to know who his 
betrayer had been, and he cursed his 
wife as his worst enemy. She pleaded 
on her knees that fear for bis safety 
had been the only motive for ber con- 
duct, and he cursed her again. His 
cause was lost, his hopes were dead, 
his people were in despair, because the 
one being whom heaven-had given him 
for his support had delivered him up 
to his enemies out of the weakness of 
her womanly love. I awoke in tbe 
morning with a vivid memory of this 
aew version of the old story of Samson 
and Delilah, and on my return to Eng- 
land I wrote the draft of a play with 
tbe incident of husband and wife as 
the central situation." 
From that 


dream grew the novel. 


For the writing of the novel Mr. Hall 


Caine spent four winters in Rome, and 
his house is tbat described as the "house 
of the heroine. Donna Roma Vollona. 
It is called "The House of tbe Four 
Winds" and stands at the top of the 
steps of the Plaza de Spagua. 


Greeba castle, as every one knows, 


is the name of Mr. Hall Caine's English 
house. 
It derives its title from the 


fact tbat it is built on the side of a 
hill named Greeba. In spite of the 
suggestion of antiquity about the name 
and its appearance, it is a compara- 
tively modern residence, being less 
than a hundred years old. It is perched 
only some fifty feet higher than the 
road, and the hill towers perhaps fif- 
teen hundred feet above its roof, thus 
completely sheltering it on one side. 
Sheltered, however, it now is on all 
four sides by trees which are the de- 
light of the owner and which reach 
half way up the hill. So great a love 
has Mr. Hall Caine for the trees that 
be will not bave them touched, and 
one practically walks through a leafy 
tunnel to the house, where he and Mrs. 
Caine dispense a real hospitality. Sun- 
day afternoon, in particular, is devoted 
to receiving visitors, who come In large 
numbers, among them being a great 
sprinkling of Americans. 


Every one •who cares for Hall Caine's 


books will naturally be interested in 
knowing that they have practically all 
been written in a secluded room built 
some few hundred fr-et higher up the 
hill than his house, on the edge of the 
plantation which extends behind the 
house. It is. perhaps. 25 feet long by 
14 feet wide and its interior is charac- 
terized by a Spartan simplicity. True, 
it has a floor and a great old fashioned 
fireplace, with a little sh'elf on which 
lie some favorite Ixwks. but with the 
exception of one chair and a deal ta- 
ble, it is innocent of other furniture. 
There is not even an inkstand, for the 
reason tbat Mr. Hall Caine writes v.'ith 
a fountain jien. Here absolute quiet 
reiims. and tbe author is undisturbed 
while weaving those I<riliiant webs of 
romance In mliich he caicbains the 
heart, brain an<3 .sympathy of his read- 
ers. How unpretentious is the room 
ded:cnt<xl to tbe sod<Jt*s of literature 
niny be .Indeed from the fnct that the 
drivers of the waponcttt-s point it ont 
to th" tippers as "ib" cowlion.-e 
where Hall Caine writes his books." 


GOOD ANGEL OK CRIPPLES. 


I'rofemor Lorenit Tel In of Illn Method 


of Snriccry. 


"You wnnt to know something about 


my wirly life?" 1'rofentfor Ailolph Lo- 
reuz of Austria, who performs miracles 
In .surgery, repented lu response to u 
question from the Now York World 
torrespoudent at Chieugo. 
"Well, in 


the flrst place, I was not horn In Vien- 
na. I was born on a farm In northern 
Austria. My father was not particular- 
ly wealthy, and when I was a lad I 
had to work hard, very hard. 


"I did not go to Vienna until 1 began 


the study of medicine. When I entered 
the university there, I soon became iu- 
terested In orthopedic surgery, and I 
have since made this study the aim of 
my life. I was a poor student, at least 
so far as money goes, and I had no 
easy time of it. 


"Some fifteen years ago, when It was 


generally considered among surgeons 
that nothing could be done to effect a 
cure of congenital hip dislocation, 
P>uckminster Brown, a surgeon living 
in Boston, conceived the idea of hold- 
ing a patient in extension, and by trac- 
tion to stretch the tissues sufficiently 
to bring the head of the femur oppo- 
site the socket. This treatment Diet 
with little appreciation In America, but 
was accepted in England and is used 
there today in the treatment of many 
cases. 


"This was, however, a treatment 


almost as bad as the disease, and it 
was questionable whether or not any 
good resulted from such operations. 
At last it was found that the pa- 
tients were not cured. But the effect 
of this theory upon the profession was 
to stimulate interest and research, and 
in Germany, Italy, Austria and the 
United States some slight advance- 
ment was made. 


"Nine years ago Pica, the famous 


Italian surgeon, and myself conceived 
tbe same idea of operation without 
knife—by manipulation. I operated up- 
on a child and was successful. 
He 


operated upon an adult and failed. 
The surgeons both of Europe and 
America were for several years quite 
loath to accept this form of treatment. 
It was a manner of manipulation and 
seemingly apart from regular surgical 
procedure, and many verbal battles 
were fought as to whether or not I 
had made an actual reduction of the 
dislocation. 
There Is no longer any 


dispute about it. That 1 did make, 
and have since made, such actual re- 
ductions has been proved not alone 
by anatomical dissection, which is un- 
answerable, "but the X ray, the func- 
tional result and the unmistakable 
phenomena at tbe time of the opera- 
tion prove that actual reductions are 
made. 


"The SUCCOFS of the treatment de- 


pends upon a minute attention to de^ 
tails after tbe first actual reduction of 
the dislocation is made. These details 
refer to the position of the limb, the 
stretching of the contracting and dislo- 
cating muscles and the enlarging of the 
anterior portion of the capsule of the 
socket and by manipulation before in- 
casing the limb in the plaster cast 
After this is done I apply a plaster of 
paris dressing, such as will thoroughly 
immobilize the liinb and still permit 
sufficient weight to be transmitted 
through the shaft of tbe bone to en- 
able nature to do her part of the work 
in forming and deepening tbe socket 
which must so grasp the head of the 
bone as to give it support after the pa- 
tient dispenses with the plaster. ' 


"Now. it must not be thought that 


the application of this plaster is any 
secondary part of the treatment of 
these cases. The plaster cast must be 
so strong as to hold firmly in the de- 
sired position for six months. Yes, the 
cast must be worn that long. It must 
be cushioned, too, and adjusted so that 
it will not be a source "of discomfort to 
the patient 


"I believe it my duty to alleviate all 


the suffering I can, whether amous the 
rich or poor. If the rich pay a prince- 
ly fee, it will allow me to devote more 
time to the poor."
